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Damage Slight As Bolts Jolt Area 


Little damage has been reported as a result of strong winds that 


accompanied thunderstorms which drenched southwestern 
Michigan with around two inches of rain over the weekend. 


St. Joseph township firemen were called four times in less than 


two hours Saturday to homes that had been struck by lightning. 
There was some property damage but only one fire resulted. 


A rural Martin man in Allcgan county was hospitalized after his 


_ mobile home toppled over yesterday about 12:30 p.m. as a result 


of high winds, according to state police from the Wayland post. 


The man. George Risner, 80. route 1, 18th avenue, was listed in 


fair condition with a broken hip this morning at Blodgetl hospital 
in Grand Rapids. 


•With the area strawberry harvest ncaring its peak, the con- 


tinuing rains were causing problems for growers. 


In Allegan county, a spokesman for the county road commission 


said a total of 2.2 inches of rain fell on an area just south of 
Hamilton during the weekend storms. 


Elsewhere, Herbert Teichman, an Eau Claire fruit grower, 


noted that the winds and rains damaged some fruit trees which 
w?re laden with fruit, mostly sweet and tart cherries. He added 
that the rain didn't help any of the strawberry growers. 


Teichman said the rain, which came in two volleys Saturday 


night and Sunday would benefit most other crops. 


Teichman operates a weather reporting station on his farm. 
The Sodus experimental farm in Berricn county recorded a total 


of 1.90 inches of rain. 


In Van Buren county, Harry Bush, superintendent of public 


works in Paw Paw, said winds gusted to 52 miles per hour on 
Friday and 32 m.p.h. on Saturday and Sunday. 


He recorded 1.62 inches of rain on Saturday and .24 inches on 


Sunday. 


The Van Buren county road commission said only two trees had 


failen, blocking roadways. They have since been cleared. 


The National Weather Service at Grand Rapids reported just 


over two inches of rain fell Sunday,.the city's fifth consecutive day 
with cain. 


Shiawasee County's Civil Defense Director Gene Lawcock es- 


timated there was $150,000 damage when five mobile homes were 


overturned by the winds, causing one minor injury. 


Twenty areas around Grand Rapids, involving about 5 000 


customers, reported power out during the storms. 


Some 1,500 Michigan Bell Telephone Co. customers in northern 


parts of the city of Jackson were without service, while some 4,000 


residents were without power in Jackson at the height of the 
Sunday storms. 


Trees were uprooted, toppling onto cars and garages in Jack- 


son, officials said. 


Near Leslie in Ingham County, a funnel cloud was reported by 


local residents. State Police said the twister touched down, but no 
significant damage was caused. 


The annual Jackson County Rose Festival's parade was can- 


celled because of the storm. The parade was to have been made 
up of 1,700 participants.

• : Foreign affairs experts in the wes- 
tern world are sifting Friday's 
Statement on nuclear deterrents by 
Leonid Brezhnev to see if it represents

munist party and by virtue of the of- 
fice the real lender of Russia, Brezh- 
nev was an uncontested candidate for 
the seat in the Supreme Soviet. Mem- 
bership in the body is merely symbolic 
of the holder's otherwise true status in 
the scheme of things behind the Iron 
"Curtain. 
: • Since Brezhnev was not under pres- 
sure to say anything on the election 
:held yesterday, his remarks could be 
-dismissed as nothing more than 
reminding his countrymen to go to the 
"polls. 
•juBecause the premier did not go into 
^specifics, outsiders are trying to 
^analyze what he intends these words to 
"convey: 
"^"Contemporary technology makes 
:p*>ssible the development of new 
^weapons more terrible even than 
- thermonuclear ones. 
•. "What I have nmind is that the 
-.states, above all, the big powers, 
should conclude an agreement ban- 
ning the development of new weapons 
of mass destruction and new systems 
of such weapons." 


Unless the Soviet premier chooses to 


.elaborate further, a better insight into 
his stance may have to wait upon 
Brezhnev's scheduled visit to the 
White House later in the year, the 
Friday delivery, however, is a buildup 
to that meeting with President Ford. 
, Fairly apparent, Brezhnev had the 
SALT: (Strategic Arms Limitation 
Talks) conclave in mind. The session 
is in a resumed stage at Geneva. 
-.;ASALT has concentrated on nuclear 
iand'thermonuclear weaponry•, placing 
. its major emphasis on the numbers of 
those missiles in 
Russian and 


American arsenals. To date nothing 
has been said about super weapons. 
;SALT has made a token progress 
since its instigation during Nixon's 
'residency at the White House. 


Substantively, though, it has not ad- 


vanced much beyond the situation of 
two parties speaking to rather than 
shooting at one another. 


The best guess among the experts 


shows Russia excelling the U.S. 
numerically in some types of weapons 
but running behind technologically in 
nearly all categories. They give the 
Russians the edge in offensive varie- 
ties and the U.S. the lead in defensive 
types. 


One application on Brezhnev's 


speech can be taken to mean that a 
freeze on technological development 
could allow Russia to catch -up in 
sophisticating its current stockpile 
without triggering a new technological

While studiously avoiding the sub- 


ject, the Soviet premier certainly must 
have in mind the uncomfortable fact of 
Russia and the U.S. not owning an

capability. China, France, Great Bri- 
tain and Israel, in varying degree.-now 
belong to the nuclear club and most 
physicists 
no longer 
doubt 
the 


capability to an alley shop to 
manufacture at least a rudimentary 
A-bomb. 


Since their control is not absolute, in 


fact, is probably looser today than 
when SALT first convened, Russia and 
the U.S., as the big boys in the game, 
could in full sincerity write new rules 
and yet be unable to prevent somebody 
from scrambling them. 


This situation worries Russia as it' 


applies to Red China. 


The Kremlin is not in a position to 


state it publicly, but its leaders have 
more confidence in and prefer doing 
•business .with our government than 
they do with Peking. 


Thus, in a devious manner, Brezh- 


nev may be hinting to the U.S. that 
technological agreement between the 
major powers should be a hot Mine 
surveillance by Washington and Mos- 
cow over other countries whose 
nuclear growth is rapidly expanding.

Enjoying Revival 


WASHINGTON -Though it is 


clear that many citizens are fed 
up to their cowlicks with con- 
temporary America, it is not so 
dear what, if anything, they are 
doing about it. In at least a few 
cases however, and regrettably, 
they are joining the Ku Klux 
Klan. Weary of what they see as 
economic rot, tired to the bone 
of such moral experimentation 
as affirmative action, small but 
increasing 
numbers 
of 


•Americans are looking for the 
old time values under the 
bedsheets of the KKK. 


The phenomenon, as yet 


widely unrcported, is confirmed 
by Han organizer David Duke 
of Baton Rouge. He, director of 
the Knights of the KKK, says 
the "invisible empire" is en- 
joying a revival of sorts, at least 
partly because of the times: 


"There's no doubt economic 


trends affect political thinking. 
People are worried and they are 
coming to us. In a changing 
world they know the Klan is an 
organization that over the years 
has not compromised." 


Compromise, no, but the Klan 


has apparently changed, and 
Duke represents the creep of its 
leading edge. Young (28), 
educated (history degree from 
Louisiana State University), 
Duke is a few miles more 
sophisticated than the ain't-say- 
ing rednecks who created the 
Han following the Civil War 
"and then nurtured it through 
thick and thin, mostly thin, for 
110 years. Duke believes in 
white supremacy, to be sure, 
but he explains his bigotry in 
sociological rather than shoot- 
em up terms. 


"Negroes," he says, "would 


prosper more in their own en- 
vironment running their own 
affairs." 
- And he is not the only altera- 
tion of historic Han cussedhess. 
.Hansmen now call cross burn- 
ing "cross lighting"; women 
are being allowed membership 


and some voice in the still 
secret activities; Catholics, ac- 
cording to Duke, have been 
elevated to favor and "mem- 
bership in Southern Louisiana is 
now

Duke, for example, 
speaks softly of blacks during 
interviews but warns Klan 
audiences that "big black faces 
with big lips" are after every 
white man's job. And yet his ' 
posture and the new Han rhe- 
toric seem to be winning con- 
verts and sociologically — 
interesting converts. 


Duke says, and correctly, that 


many young white people are 
convinced they are second class 
citizens in a nation that has, at' 
least recently, centered its as- 
sistance efforts on the poor, the 
minorities, and those people 
who for physical, 
mental, 


ethical or political reasons are 
classified as square pegs. It can 
be argued that whites have not 
been ignored, as they may sup- 
pose, but the operative point 
here is that many still suppose 
it, and so the risk lies in con- 
tinuing to ignore at least their 
supposition. 


Vast numbers 
of white, 


usually lower middle class 
Americans are beginning to 
believe that social change in the 
nation means a lowering of their 
living 
standards 
or 
an 


infringement of their way of 
life. And, as witness ideas such 
as forced busing and placement 
quotas, they are — at least 
logically — right. But to now, 
for lack of any proper response, 
the national possture has been 
to dismiss such logic as racism.

Jackson, busily exposing graft 
these days in former President 
Richard Nixon's pet project for. 
social good, is demonstrating 
quite successfully that the best 
platform from which to run for 
President is the U.S. Senate. 


That is, if.one happens to have 


enough seniority to command a 
major committee and a few 
subcommittees. 


In the past year, Jackson has 


maintained a higher degree of 
.public visiblity through his 
Senate activities than all the 
other Democratic Presidential, 
candidates 
combined 
have 


managed with their speeches 
and trips and fund-raisers. He 
has played an important and 
sometimes controversial role in 
a wide variety of national and 
international problems. 


Jackson is currently the 


chairman of a Senate subcom- 
mittee holding' hearings into 
crime, corruption and incompe- 
tence at high levels of the Drug 
Enforcement 
Administration 


(DBA),, a special Federal 
agency established by Nixon to 
battle narcotics-related crime. 
Since the agency was created 
two years ago, it has spent 
lavishly 
to 
combat 
drug 


peddlers, but traffic in illegal 
narcotics has soared. 


The probe into DBA is sig- 


nificant because of the enormity 
of the national drug problem, 
the shocking allegations of 
Federal agents involvement in 
murders, illegal wiretapping, 
kidnaping, bribery and other 
crimes, and the special priority 
in manpower and money which 
the 
Nixon 
Administration 


granted it, and which President 
Ford has continued. 


Jackson will move from the

Leaders in the House are 
seeking a compromise with the 
governor over business taxes 
and will gingerly test their 
caucuses this week for sen- 
timent on school strike legisla- 
tion. 


Both measures have lingered 


on the House calendar for two 
weeks. 


Republicans may suggest al- 


ternatives to the business tax if 
the proposal remains side- 
tracked, said House Minority 
Leader 
Dennis 
Cawthorne, 


RManistee. 


"This is a watershed week 


because we have to start adopt- 
ing a budget," said Cawthorne. 
"We're going to start looking at 
taxes on services — anything 
from taxes on beer and wine to a 
speeded up payment schedule 
for existing taxes." 


Former 
House 
Speaker 


William Ryan, D-Detroit, in 
consultation with some business 
groups, has proposed reducing 
(axes on industries with large 
labor forces and raising them on 
industries with large supplies of 
capital. 


Gerald Miller, Gov. William 


Milliken's tax expert, 
has 


proposed a compromise with 
Ryan. They are still several 
million dollars apart. 


The governor plans to use the 


business tax to balance the 
budget for the fiscal year start- 
ing July 1. His proposal would 
provide a $180 million windfall 
and 
change 
annual 
tax 


payments to a quarterly basis. 


The business 
tax 
would 


replace eight existing taxes with 
a single income tax of about 2 
percent on profits, payrolls and 
interest on investments. 


Meanwhile, House Democrats 


are split over proposed amend- 
ments to the school strike. 
legislation. 


Labor-oriented 
representa- 


tives want a five-week strike 
provision to remain in the 
legislation. Moderates led by 
state Rep. William Keith, D- 
Gardcn City, want to shorten 
strike time to two weeks without 
pay. 


Under the current proposal, 


teachers would receive three 
weeks of pay out of a five-week 
strike by extending the length of 
(lie school year once the walkout 
ends. 


The governor and House 


leaders appear to favor the 
Keith amendments. Debate is 
scheduled for Wednesday. 


A rompli'x revenue vhavlna 


bin pending in the legislature is 
expected to undergo more 
debate this week. It would dis- 
tribute $266 million in state

to 
cities, 
counties, 


townships and villages. The 
disbursement is weighted in 
favor of units of government 
whose residents bear a heavy 
tax burden.

June is traditionally celebrat- 


ed as Dairy Month and this year 
is no exception, says Maryann 
Beckman, 
food 
marketing 


agent. 


In fact, this is the 38th year 


the celebration has been going 
on, so it's time then, to once 
again brush up on buying, stor- 
ing and using milk and dairy 
products. Some dairy sense will 
save you cents. 


Our own state is one of the 


important dairy states in the 
country, ranking sixth in the 
production of milk and in the 
top 10 of production of ice 
cream, cottage cheese and but- 
ter. In 1974 alone, Michigan 
dairy cows were busy producing 
our 4.5 billion pounds of milk 
worth over $336 million. 


Most every 
consumer 
is 


aware of the fact that milk is a 
highly nutritious food, contain- 
ing calcium, protein, vitamins 
and minerals, but you may be 
less familiar with the strict laws 
regarding milk in Michigan. 
The law says that milk must be 
pasteurized, refrigerated, all 
grade A and properly labeled. 
In addition, milk may be Vi- 
tamin D enriched, fortified and 
homogenized. 


Milk must be pasteurized to 


destroy harmful bacteria that 
might be present in milk, as a 
safeguard for you. Refrigera- 
tion is also extremely important 
from farm to your house. Milk 
on the farm must be cooled 
within two hours after milking. 
Ai the dairy, after pasteuriza- 
' lion, milk must be cooled to and 
held at 45 degress. In stores, 
milk must be stored at 45 


degrees 
or 
below. 
And 


refrigeration at home is equally 
as important, if you want to 
keep the good quality you buy. 


Never let milk stand at room 


temperature. If milk is stored 
between 33 to 40 degrees, it may- 
keep up to three weeks. Stored 
at 50 degrees or above it could 
.be undrinkable in 24 hours. 
Store milk covered too, for it 
picks up other food odors 
quickly. Never pour unused 
milk back into original cartons, 
either, for the transfer could 
cause bacterial contamination, 
loss of quality and flavor. 


All milk sold in Michigan 


must be Grade A, which means 
it's produced, stored, handled, 
processed and transported in 
accord with Michigan legal 
standards for quality and sani- 
tation. It also must be properly 
labeled with a statement of 
amount of vitamins (such as 
enriched with the addition of 400 
USP units of Vitamin D per 
quart), minerals and non-fat 
milk solids added per quart. 


The percenj of fat in milk 


need not be listed on labels but 
the percent of fat must conform 
to law for the various kinds of 
milk available. Regular "whole 
milk" for example, contains 3.5 
percent 
fat. "Two percent 


milk" must contain two percent 
fat while "low fat milk" may 
contain from 0.5 percent to two 
percent fat. Usually low-fat 
milk contains about one percent 
fat or less. Skim milk must have 
less than 0.5 percent fat. Non-fat 
dry milk has about 0.1 percent 
fat when reconstituted.

skull open. 


; Struggling excites him. What's 
. more, very few women are good 


I enough at self defense to throw 
• a would-be rapist and make a 


run for safety. As for carrying a 
weapon, he says it would 
probably be in her purse — the 
first thing a woman drops when 
someone grabs her. 


Pleading, according to Mr. 


Storaska. is the rapist's por- 
nography. It would merely in- 
tensify his desire. If a victim 
denounced him and shrieked 
obscenities, 
it 
would 
only 


heighten his rage and he would 
become even more dangerous. 
(The rapist is, as you know, not 
a woman-lover, but a woman- 
hater. His actions are not based 
on the desire for sex, but his 
deep-seated irrational loathing 
of women.) 


Mr. Storaska believes the best 


way to deal with a rapist is 10 
turn him off by belching, 
scratching, 
vomiting 
— 


something that will divert him

from the act. Mr. Storaska does 
suggest, however, that if a 
woman feels her life is in 
danger she should press her at- 
tacker's eyeballs into his head 
as hard as she can if she can 
reach them. This could blind or 
kill him. 


While Mr. Storaska admits 


that reporting a rape to the 
police is a distasteful business, 
he says all women who have 
undergone the experience have 
a responsibility to society to 
report it in the hope that the 
rapist «ill be caught. Catching a 
rapist and convicting him, 
however, are not one and the 
same thing. About 65 per cent of 
all rapists who stand (rial, ac- 
cording to this expert, arc found 
"not guilty." — Avid Ann Fan

PEACE FORCE TO STAY 
UNITED NATIONS, 
N.Y.

The man whose release from a 
state mental institution was af- 
firmed 
by 
the 
Michigan 


Supreme Court in a landmark 
ruling is back in custody in 
Kansas. 


James McQuillan is charged 


with psrole violations on a 1974 
burglary. He comes up before 
the Kansas parole board Mon- 
day and will then be transferred 
to the corrections department 
for a determination of whether 
he should go to prison or a 
mental institution. 


Quillan, a 25-year-old Dear- 


born native, was released from 
Ionia State Hospital in 1972 
under a Wayne County Circuit 
Court order. He had been hos- 
pitalized following a verdict of 
not guilty by reason of insanity 
on an attempted rape charge. 


Under the 1972 ruling, af- 


firmed by Michigan's highest 
court last September, people 
found not guilty by reason of 
insanity can be held involun- 
tarily only if they are still men- 
tally ill and a danger to them- 
self or others. 


The ruling led to the release 


of about 150 people from state 
institutions. A few of them are 
already back in custody, and at 


least three murders and three 
rapes have been blamed on 
them in separate incidents. 


McQuillan, a Vietnam veteran 


who says he "shot more than 
my share of little kids" on pa- 
trols in southeast Asia, went to 
Kansas where he had relatives 
following his 1972 release from 
Ionia. 


In February 1973, McQuillan 


was arrested for a break-in at a 
cafe in Windom, Kanu in which 
some steaks and cigarettes were 
taken: He was convicted and 
sentenced to one to 10 years in 
prison, but was diagnosed as a 
schizophrenic and transferred 
to the state hospital at Larned. 


McQuillan was paroled in 


September 1974 to the hospital 
in Topeka and was released 
from there to a halfway house. 
He was arrested last month 
after running away from the 
halfway house. 


McQuillan's 1972 release on 


orders from Judge Horace Gil- 


more came after he petitioned 
the court insisting he had a 
right to a mental soundness 
test. Gilmore, and later the 
state Supreme Court, agreed he 
should not be held unless be was 
still mentally ill. 


Dr. Emanuel Tanay, a Detroit 


psychiatrist appointed by the 
court, concluded that while 
McQuillan had some "per- 
sonality problems," he was not 
mentally ill and should not be 
confined. 


In an interview, published 


Sunday in the Detroit Free 
Press, McQuillan answered 
"Yes and no," when asked if he 
is mentally ill. 


Asked to elaborate, he said: 


"Well, sometimes I think I am 
and sometimes I think I'm not. 
Hey, I've got full faculties. I 
know what I'm saying, I know 


what I'm doing. At times I think 
I'm going out of my mind, but I 
pulled myself together right 
quick."

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


Although the Rockefeller Com- 
mission's report outlined a 
number of "plainly unlawful" 
domestic activities by the CIA, 
it also described a variety of 
circumstances in 'which domes- 
tic spying would be legal and 
proper. 


For instance, the 300-page 


report released last week stated 
that the CIA's 20-year program 
of mail surveillance violated 
laws which forbid the opening of 
letters. 


However, the commission also 


stated that "mail cover opera- 
tions (examining and copying of 
envelopes only) are legal when 
carried out' in compliance with 
postal regulations on a limited 
and selective basis involving 
matters of national security." 
The eight-member panel headed 
by Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller 
also 
suggested 


domestic mail openings might 


be permitted in time of war" 


The commission's views lack 


the force of law but instead are 
findings of fact and recommen- 
dations about what the CIA 
should do in the future. 


The commission described 


other circumstances which, in 
the commission's view, would 
allow the CIA to utilize such spy 
techniques as infiltration and 
surveillance in the United 
States. 


Thus, while the report cri- 


ticized the agency for infiltrat- 
ing domestic dissident 
or- 


ganizations to determine if the 
groups were planning any ac- 
tivities against CIA installa- 
tions, it did not issue a blanket 
condemnation of such activity. 


Instead, it said "the agency 


should not infiltrate a dissident 
group for security purposes 
unless there is a clear danger to 
agency installations, operations 
or personnel, and investigative 


coverage of the threat by the 
FBI and local law enforcement 
authorities is inadequate." 


The report also leaves the 


agency broad powers to utilize 
spy techniques against "per- 
sons presently or formerly af- 
filiated 
with 
the 
agency, 


directly or indirectly." 


\Vhen investigating such per- 


sons for possible violation of 
agency security rules, "the use 
of physical surveillance is not 
unlawful unless it reaches the 
point of harassment," while 
electronic eavesdropping 
is 


permissible if the agency has 
"the written approval of the at- 
torney general on the basis of a 
finding 
that 
the 
national 


security is involved," the report 
stated. 


The commission suggested 


that the CIA should not under- 
take surveillance of persons 
connected with the agency 
without first obtaining written 


approval from the CIA director. 
Electronic 
eaves-dropping 


would be better left to the FBI, 
the commission said. 


According to the report, the 


surveillance of newsmen sus- 
pected of receiving classified 
information is improper under 
any circumstances, as are 
domestic breakins, which the 


commission found 12 instance 
of. 


Another activity which thi 


commission could find no jus- 
tification for under any circum- 
stances was the administering 
of LSD to unsuspecting persons, 
a program which the agency 
terminated in 1963.

NEW YORK (AP) — In 


baseball they say that the team 
eading its di\ision on July 4 is 
likely to go on to win the cham- 
pionship. No such bench mark 
exists in the world of economics. 


As midyear approaches there 


is no one criterion by which you 
can measure the immediate fu- 
ture. It's a grab-bag of assorted 
indicators, some pointing up, 
some down, some negative and 
some positive. 


The 
consensus 
is 
for 


improvement, but the consen- 
sus nevertheless isn't altogether 
encouraging. Up is a direction, 
not an attainment in itself, and 
we have a long way upward to 
travel. 


If you don't think so, take a 


look at almost any statistical 
indicators of the economy's 
level. You might find some 


measures that are higiur than 
in May 1975. But compare them 
with May 1974 and you realize 
you're looking up out of a pit. 


The long way up to where we 


were a year or two ago is likely 
to be a struggle. 


Take unemployment as an 


example. While a temporary dip 
in the rate for June is possible," 
partly because of a statistical 
fluke, the great majority of 
authorities 
believes 
the 


improvement from 9.2 per cent 
will be slow. 


You can, in fact, find some 


analysts who qualify as authori- 
ties — at least their paying cus- 
tomers treat them -as such — 
who believe a rate of at least 8 
per cent will persist into 1976. 


Inflation? While it averaged 


more than 10 per cent over the 
past year it recently has been 
below that rate. Nevertheless, a 
survey by Business Week 


Magazine 
shows 
most 


economists believe a 6 per cent 
rate will prevail 
through 


11*4-1976. 


Food prices? They'll probably 


follow the general price pattern, 
which will be up. A big harvest 
is expected, but watch for 
headlines about poor weather 
developments. If you sec them, 
watch for higher prices. 


As we approach midyear 


there are some signs of housing 
beginning to stir again. A one- 
month, 25 per cent increase in 
sales of new single-family 
homes occurred in April, and 
'the improvement seems likely 
to continue. 


Nevertheless, the industry 


still must work off a new home 
inventory that totaled 386,000 
units at the end of April, the 
equivalent of" a seven-month 
supply. Moreover, prices are 
rising faster than incomes.

all but ignored the recession.

a decline; every hope by a rude 
fact. Baseball, which is a game, 
might lend itself to easy 
forecasts. The economs', which 
is real life, doesn't, especially 
now.

21 Die In Bus Crash 


VILLACH, Austria (AP) — Authorities blame a brake failure 


for a tour bus accident Sunday in which 21 persons were killed 
and 23 injured. It was the worst bus wreck in Austrian history. 
Police said smoke was seen coming from the brakes as the bus 
started down 7.106-foot Mt. Dobratsch. One survivor said bus 
driver Josef Ramsbacher yelled "Jump off — the brakes are 
failing!" before the bus hurtled over an embankment and 
tumbled 120 feet into a rocky ravine..The passengers were old-age 
pensioners from Carinthia province. Ramsbacher, father of four, 
was among the-dead. 


Murder Verdict Asked 


LONDON (AP) — Scotland Yard is asking for a murder verdict 


against the missing Earl of Lucan in an inquest opening today 
into the killing of his children's governess. The chief witness at 
the inquiry in the Westminster Coroner's Court will be Lucan's 
estranged wife. Veronica, who was also attacked on the night of 
Nov. 7 after 29-year-old Sandra Rivett was battered to death at the 
Belgravia home where she lived with the countess and the Lucans' 
three children. Lady Lucan told the Daily Express. "I shall 
simply tell the court what happened, and if asked I shall reveal 
the name of the man who attacked me — the man who sat oh the 
stairs afterwards, cried on my shoulder and told me he had killed 
Sandra." Some detectives have theorized that the murderer 
wanted to kill the countess and got the governess by mistake.

It .said the money will be dis-' 
tributed to 433 slate and local governments for" summer job 
programs for youths. The jobs wjll pay a minimum of ~S2.10 an 
hour for youths between the ages of 14 to 21 and will last from nine 
io 12 weeks. The youths will work in state and local agencies and 
in a variety of jobs not usually sought by' full-time employes. 
Typical jobs would include directing children's recreation in 
parks and community centers, fixing up facilities and taking 
inventory of supplies in schools, sorting and storing books in 
libraries,, caring for toddlers in day care centers, cleaning alleys 
and vacant lots for environmental protection agencies and setting 
up exhibits or guiding visitors through museums.

The freighter radioed the 


Coast Guard and then led a 
Coast Guard helicopter to where 
the two men were adrift.

of gas," Wezell said. 
.They started drifting, he said. 
High winds and choppy waters 
carried them further from shore 
even after they'threw out an 
anchor. They tried to paddle, 
Wezell said, but could not offset 


the force of the wind and waves. 


They were swept into Saginaw 


Bay where they drifted for two 
days, without food. 
- "At least 80 freighters must 
have passed us," Wezell said.

But they wouldn't help 
us." 


Wezell said he and Taylor 


were never concerned about 
capsizing, despite waves eight 
to 10 feet high.

our boat," Wezell said. "They 
led the helicopter back to us." 


The freighter picked up their

AVIV, Israel (AP) - 


•Israelis and Arabs dueled with 
'artillery and rockets and Israeli 
gets attacked a Lebanese village 
following a terrorist raid on a 
farm community in northern 
Israel in which four Arab 
guerrillas and two Israelis were 
killed.

against Kfar Chuba, "a base for 
terrorist infiltators," after Arab 
terrorists seized a farmhouse 
and the family living in it early 
Sunday in the Israeli border 
yillage of Kfar Yuval.

The Israeli command said 


guerrillas in Lebanon fired Ka- 
tyusha rockets in a rare 
daylight attack Sunday on the 
Mediterranean resort area near 
Nahariya. cutting two Israelis 
with shrapnel. 


At midnight, the command 


reported, shellflre landed near 
the Israeli frontier village of 
Metulla, where residents and 
their children were watching a 
televised basketball game in the 
safety of their bomb shelters. 


"Fire was returned toward 


the sources of the shooting," the 
communique said. 


It added that at dawn Arab 


rockets landed on another fron- 
tier settlement, Kfar Giladi, 
damaging a few buildings and 
starting a fire. But military 
spokesmen said all was quiet 
after dawn on the northern 
front. 


A Lebanese military spokes- 


man said that Israeli shelling 
wounded" four more persons 
early today in the town of 
Nabatiyeh, 
in 
southern 


Lebanon, and that three nearby 
villages were also shelled. The 
Israeli 
military 
command 


refused to comment. 


A spokesman for the Palestine 


Liberation Organization said it 
sponsored the raid on Kfar 
Yuval "because it is our right to 
fight for our rights." He added 
that such raids had the support 
of "the whole world ... because 
the U.N. General Assembly has 
approved the right of the Pales- 
tinians to pursue their struggle 
with all means to regain their 
usurped rights."

Lebanese frontier. They were 
spotted by armed civilians in 
Kfar Yuval as they climbed over 
a fence to get into the village of 
immigrants from India. The 
villagers opened fire, and the 
terrorists fired rifles and rocket 
grenades in all directions as 
they seized the house of Yaacov 
Mordechai. 


Mordechai's wife, her father

formally known, have been 
closely guarded secrets since 
Elijah Muhammad founded the 
religious 
sect 
during 
the 


Depression. The membership is 
still unknown. 


Elijah Muhammad died last 


Feb. 26. His son and successor, 
Wallace Muhammad, made his 
first public appearance as the 
Nation of Islam's supreme 
minister on Sunday. 


In a move aimed at dissolving 


any doubts about the transition 
of power from father to son, 
another powerful Black Muslim 
leader, Abdul Aleem Farrakin 
of New York City, told the rally 
of 20,000 persons: 


"We (the Nation of Islam) are. 


continuing the work of the 
Honorable Elijah Muhammad 
and are evolving into what he 
predicted we would.". 


Wallace Muhammad.also told 


the rally that there was no 
power struggle within the sect. 


Muhammad said the Nation of 


Islam had reached the stability 
necessary to make some of its 
assets known. 


He said the group's wealth 


was a "dream which has 
become reality." 


But be said he wouldn't 


disclose all of the assets because 
"there are still some things that 
you haw to keep secret." 


He said one success is a mul- 


tinillton dollar seafood import 
agreement the Nation of Islam 
has with several foreign coun- 
tries. Since the agreement was 
negotiated It months ago, the 
Nation of Islam has spent about 
JS-3 million for 26 million 
pounds of fish and 541,000 cans 
of sardines which have returned 
more than $22 million in retail 
sates, Muhammad said.

Medical Group Facing Problems 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. <AP) 


- Delegates to the American 
Medical Association's annual 
convention face three major 
problems this week: malprac- 
tice 
insurance, 
inadequate 


membership and a financial 
crisis; 


The AMA's money squeeze 


. has become so tight it has at- 
tempted to cut costs by such 
devices as rationing the use of 
color 
illustrations 
in 
its 


publications and by buying 
lighter weight paper. 


The AMA lost $3.5 million in 


1974 and faces a $2.6-million 
deficit for 1975. The leaders are 
asking the delegates to raise 
dues from $110 to $250. 


A special assessment of $60 


per member, approved last 
November, has produced nearly 
£7.2 million so far. The money 
has been used to pay off $3 
million which was borrowed to 
cover losses for 1974, to cover 
the anticipated 1975 deficit and 
to finance unbudgeted court 
challenges 
to 
government 


regulations. 


The proposed dues increase 


would covereurrent activities, 
restore some programs that 
were dropped and allow new 
programs at $2 million a year 
for the next few years, the board 
of trustees told the delegates 


, Sunday. 


"This has been a year of an- 


guish for all of us," said Dr. 
James II. Summons, executive 


rice president, in his report to 
the 124th AMA convention which 
opened Sunday.. 


A key to strengthening the 


organization, Sammons.said, is 
to increase membership. Of 
379,748 physicians in the United 
States, 45.5 per cent, or 172,646, 
were dues-paying members in 
1974. 


"It is amazing — downright 


dumbfounding — when you 
realize the lack of attention 
given by the . federation to 
membership ,reeruitmenl and- 
retention," Simmons said. 


"Generally speaking, two out 


of five physicians in a state are

EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) 


— Keeping bees and killing 
weeds in suburbia inay not mix, 
says a Michigan State Univer- 
sity bee specialist. 


Be careful not to spritz honey 


bees when you use herbicides on 
dandelions and other lawn and 
field weeds, said Dr. B.C. Mar- 
tin. 


"Careless spring treatments 


to control weeds and nuisance 
insects can severely damage 
honey 
bee 
populations — 


Michigan's most popular and 
needed crop pollinator," said 
Martin. 


"Suburban beekeeping is a 


popular activity that is increas- 
ing because of environmental 
concern and the home gar- 
dener's need for pollination 
purposes," Martin says. "There 
may be ^a colony or two of 
honeybees only a block away 
from you in a hedge row or 
wooded area so help the bees by 
controlling lime and conditions 
of insect and weed control 
programs." 


Though herbicides have not 


been slmwn to kill bees in the 
field, laboratory tests indicate 
they cause considerable injury. 


Martin said. Therefore, threat 
of damage from weed killers is 
present when lawns are treated. 


Bees and gardncrs with her- 


bicides go after dandelions at 
about the same time and the 
collision can hurt bees more 
than gardners. Martin said. 


Spraying often begins with the 


bloom period of weeds, which 
draws honey bees by the 
thousands. "Mixtures of insec- 
ticides and herbicides can be 


damaging to honey bees, caus- 
ing extreme losses to colonies of 
bees two or more miles away... 
And spring is when beekeepis 
can least afford such losses," 
Martin said. 


The best way to kill weeds 


without hurting bees is to spray 
ulieit the bees are not flying. 
Bees, for example, are not ac- 
tive after 7 p.m. or when the 
temperature 
is 
below 45 


degrees. 


Evening 
applications 
cut 


down on chemical drift because 
wind usually has died. Spraying 
after the close of day also allows 
the chemical to break down 
more readily, which means it is 
less harmful to bees the next 
day, Martin said. 


In addition, the area will at- 


tract fewer bees if weeds are 
mowed the day before herbicide 
application, he,said. 


In fact, mowing sometimes 


makes spraying unnecessary, 
he said. 


Statistics Show 
Amount Of Loss 


AUG. 6, 1945 


Throughout the war, Hiroshima had known 


only a dozen bombs, dropped by straying 
American planes. II had never been an in- 
tentional target. But the people of the city, a 
military depot, knew about the new U.S. 
bomber. B-san, they called it. Mr. B, 
translated. B-29. 


The Japanese radar picked one up as day 


broke this Aug. 6,1945. At 7:09 a.m., air raid 
alarms sounded across the awakening city. 
The lone B-29, nicknamed "Straight Flush," 
was a weather ship: It found Hiroshima a 
clear hole in a donut of clouds. Out went a 
coded message: "Advice: bomb primary." 


Duty done, Straight Flush wheeled and 


Dew south. The all clear sounded in 
Hiroshima at 7:31. But three more B-29s were 
approaching: an instrument plane, a pho- 
tographic plane and the lead bomber, named 
"Enola Gay" after the pilot's mother. It 
carried a 5-ton bomb, painted black and 
orange and containing a few pounds of 
uranium about the size of a grapefruit, that 
had taken hundreds of thousands of workers 
and scientists three years to make in a $2.5 
billion project. 


The bomb was 28 niches wide and 10 feet 


long and nestled hi Enola Gay's forward 
bomb bay, connected by a web of cables to 
sensitive monitoring devices. It had never 
been tested before and was nicknamed Little 
Boy in contrast to the bulbous Fat-Boy plu- 
tonium bomb which had been tested. With 
little Boy rode America's hope of a knockout 
punch that' would end the war at a stroke, 
saving 500,000 to a million U.S. casualties 
predicted for the invasion of Japan. 


"It's Hiroshima," said Col. Paul W. Tib-

Flush. 


Tibbets had taken off from Tinian Island at • 


2:45 that morning, just clearing the runway 
with the weight of the bomb and 7,000 gallons 
of fuel. The bomb had been loaded the day 
before, after crewmen had chalked it with 
slogans. "No white cross for Stevie," one 
major had written in the hope that now his 
son would not have to fight. 


The three B-29s rendezvoused over Iwo 


Jima and as they neared the cloud-covered 
coast, Tibbets spoke to his men over the in- 
tercom. Voice recorders were turned on and 
the men heard for the first tune: "This is for 
history so watch what you're saying. We're 
carrying the Bret atom bomb." 


8:09 a.m. "Put on your goggles," Tibbets 


tells the crew. 


8:11 a.m. At 31,600 feet, Enola Gay begins 


its bomb run toward Hiroshima 17 miles 
ahead. Ground speed: 285 miles an hour. 
Course: 265 degrees. The bombardier squints 
through his sight for his aiming point, the 
center of the main bridge over the Ota river. 


8:15 a.m. "I've got it." he says. The bomb 


bay opens. 


Seventeen seconds later. Little Boy drops 


horizontally, then noses sluggishly toward 
the city. It was time to explode in 43 seconds 
at an altitude of 1,850 feet. 


As the Enola Gay banks steeply away, a 


crewman counts off the seconds ... 35 ... 41 
... 42 ... "It's a dud," he thinks. Just then 
there is a flash as dazzling as a second sun. It 
is precisely 8:16, and the world will never be 
the same.... 


Banking away from the light, the dust and 


the blast waves, the photographic plane was 
nut of position.

RENO, Nev. (AP) - How 


good are your chances of ac- 
tually striking it rich in the 
casinos? Not very, says Bill 
Eadington. 


Eadington, a professor of 


economics at the University of 
Nevada here, recently compiled 
some statistics on gambling. 


"I came to Nevada seven 


years ago, and saw that a really 
good statistical look hadn't been 
taken at the state's leading in- 
dustry gambling," he said. "So 
I decided to do one." 


Among his findings: for every 


S100 bet playing roulette over a 
prolonged period, you'll proba- 
bly loose at least 85.50. For the 
same amount bet in Keno. you'll 
loose S25. 


You can compile statistics on 


everj- aspect of gambling. The 
most widely used is the '"ex- 
pected loss" factor, a term 
which indicates how much 
money will beilost on every bet 
made. 


Craps is the best game to. 


play, according to this type of 
rating, says Eadington- . 


The expected loss on this 


game is 1.5 per cent, meaning 
that 
for every 
§100 
bet, 


theplayer's loss will be around 
$1.50, Eadington claims. 


Bacarrat has the next lowest 


expected loss figure, with 2.5 
per cent. Blackjack, or 21, is 
hard to describe in this type of 
statistical term because the 
quality of the player must be 
considered. 


Eadington says with a good 


player, the expected loss could 
be as low as 1 or 2 per cent. "A 
bad player who does everything 
wrong could have a loss factor 
of 10 per cent." he said. 


The expected loss on slot 


machines ranges from 5 to 25 
per cent, depending on how the 
casinos have the machines set 
for payback, Eadington said. 


On the surface, these "ex- 


pected loss" percentages don't 
look too bad, but combined with 
the "grind factor" players don't 
really have much of a chance. 


Eadington 
explained 
the 


"grind factor" this way:

It has 
been shown to be most effective 
in grades four through seven. 


"The key to its success seems 


to involve several factors," said 
Nyquist. "First, the child 
senses that he needs to do his 
best writing, reading and 
speaking to be on television; 
second, be receives immediate 
feedback for his performance on 
videotape; and third, he knows 
he has a built-in option to 
rework his tape until he is sa- 
.tisfied with it." 


One hundred fifty students in 


Rochester's Susan B. Anthony 
School participated in the 
program this year at a cost of 
$25,000 that included an initial 
$8,000 for the television equip- 
ment and the teacher's salary. 


There are 12 students in each 


class with a teacher and an aide. 
That compares with 25 students 
to a teacher in regular classes at 
the school. 
. Anne Hlbert, a teacher in the 
program at Rochester, said ad- 
ministrators "can't expect 100 
per cent motivation and suc- 
cess." But she said that of 62 
students at the start of the year, 
she only had to drop two 
because they were not motivat- 
ed.

Military observers say that 


Tinian would become vital if 
the United States expanded its 
military presence beyond what 


can be handled on Guam, a 
U.S. territory 100 miles south 
of Saipan. The small island 
already has a nuclear sub- 
marine base, a ship repair 
yard and a Strategic Air Com- 
mand base with a B52 bomber 
wing. 


American 
officials 
have 


talked of ending the U.K. trus- 
teeship in the next few years, 
and negotiations on the future 
of the entire Trust Territory 
began in 1969. The Marianas 
broke off from the negotiations 
in 1972. Last February the 
Marianas 
concluded 
an 


agreement to determine their 
destiny separately. 


If the voters reject

First Black TV Has High Hopes 


DETROIT (AP) - The na- 


tion's 
first 
black-owned 


television station will go on the 
air in Detroit next month, de- 
termined to do battle with 
recession, ratings and tradition. 


WGPR-TV, 'Channel 62, will 


be a black island in a sea uf 
more 'than 800 white-owned 
commercial television stations 
in the United States. 


"If an all-black station can 


work, it'll work in Detroit," said 
WGPR vice president James 
Panagos. "Without the right 
programs, 
philosophy and 


theories, a station won't go verv 
far." 


Detroit's population — about 


1.5 million — is split about 50-50 
along racial lines. 


"We don't believe anybody 


else can do as well presenting 
black culture as we ourselves," 
says WGPR President William 
V. Banks. 


The International Free and 


Accepted 
Modern 
Masons, 


known as the Black Masons, is 
financing the TV station. Banks 
says WGPR-TV is expected to 
support 
itself, 
though 
the 


allblack. fraternal group is 
prepared to offer an unspecified 
subsidy. 


The Black Masons, with a na- 


tional membership of 350,000, 
also own WGPR-FM radio in 
Detroit. The Federal Com- 
munications Commission says it 
is one of only 40 black-owned 
commercial stations in the 
country. 


It's one of the most successful 


of all FM stations, according to 
Banks, grossing more than $1 
million last year. 
- George E. White, WGPR vice 
president for programming, 
contends Detroit blacks will 
respond to black-orientated TV 
shows. Existing stations are not 
involved in Detroit's black 
community because it's been 
easier to run network or syn- 
dicated shows, he says. 


•_•_. "We will have the first black 
soap opera," he says. The 
soaper, "A Time to Live," takes 
place in a bar. Taped in the 
VVGPH studio, the story line is 


to reflect concerns of urban 
blacks. 


"For many years blacks have 


looked at television but have 
never been included as parl of 
it," he says. "What we're doing 
is true community access 
television for the black com- 
munity." 


Despite a local business 


climate wracked by recession, 
Panagos says the station has 
commitments for advertising 
from each of the four major U.S. 
auto companies as well as other 
naononal advertisers. 


The station's 10 black and six 


white advertising 
salesmen 


hope to line up first-year 
revenues 
of $2.5 million. 


Panagos 
predicted 
WGPR 


should get 3 to 5 per cent of the 
SIS million spent each year on 
Detroit TV ads. 


"It's an untapped market. 


We're going to not only be an 
artistic success, but a financial 
success," said Panagos. 


He points to the ad-heavy FM 


station — which airs spots of 
small local firms from in- 
surance companies 
to 
fish 


markets — as underlining an 
effort In offer rates that small 
merchants can afford. 


The TV station will devote 


much effort to making its own 
programs. 


"It's 
a necessity," says 


White. "There are no black 
programs available in syndica- 
tion and so we have to create our 
own. ' We accept it as a 
challenge." 


The station plans weekday 


programming starting at 7 a.m. 
and sign off at 11 p.m. Saturday 
programming will run longer 
and WGPR will start its broad- 
cast day somewhat later on 
Sunday. 


• 'A live variety show called 
"•The Morning Party," will fea- 
ture a studio audience, a music 
trio, interviews with celebrities 
and a five-minute news sum- 
mary. 


Other local efforts include a 


childrens' show called "The 
Candy Store". Job opportunities 


will be provided in another 
program, and a "Senior Ci- 
tixi'iis Forum" will direct infor- 
mation to elder viewers. 


A 10-person news staff is 


planned, much larger than 
usual for an independent UHF 
station. 


"We're going to emphasize 


the Detroit area," says news 
director Jerry Blocker, who was 
hired away from the local NBC 
affiliate. "We'll be trying to do 
the in-depth stories other sta- 
tions don't have time to do — 
good investigative reporting " 


WGPR-TV will be the seventh 


commercial station in the De- 
troit market. A public station, a 
UHF station in Windsor, Ont., 
and three Toledo, Ohio, stations 
also 
vie 
for 
the 
viewing 


audience. 


Despite 
the 
competition, 


several of the established sta- 
tions are offering training for 


inexperienced 
WGRP-TV 


EMPLOYEES. 


Panagos anticipates a quick 


burst of high ratings "because 
of the uniqueness of our situa- 
tion", but will not ballpark the 
viewership share that the sta- 
tion management would be sa- 
tisfied with. 


He" said

prepared to compete in the rat- 
ings race. 


White says WGPR-TV will 


have a fairly strong one million 
watt signal. He notes 95 p^-r cent 
of the TV stts in the Detroit area 
cai: receive UHF — one of the 
highest penetrations in the 
country. 


Finding blacks skilled in 


broadcasting 
has 
been 
a 


problem, Panagos admitted. 
Unable to hire a single black TV 
ad salesman, he set up a special 
school to train blacks in the arts 
of television ad sales. 


About 65 per cent of the total 


WGPR-TV staff is black. 


The station is being built from 


scratch at an estimated cost of 
$2 million in a former office 
building on Detroit's near east- 
side. 


If the television station is 


successful. Banks says, the In- 
ternational Masons may try to 
establish 
black-oriented 


television stations in Chicago, 
Atlanta, Philadelphia and Los 
Angeles. 


A Federal Communications 


Commission says the second • 
black-owned station, WILT-TV 
in Nashville, is now preparing 
to go on the air, and two black- 
owned stations in the Virgin 
Islands are already operating.

incarnation of 


democracy would overcome all 
barriers to world peace. 


His major problem, however, 


was that neither British Prime 
Minister David Lloyd George 
nor French Premier Georges 
Clemenceau accepted Wilson's 
position in the Calendar of 
Saints. Frustrated time and 
again, Wilson finally attempted 
to go over the heads of the of- 
ficial representatives at the 
Peace Negotiations to the people 
of the world. To make a long 
story short, the people let him 
down, and he returned to the 
United States essentially a 
broken man. 


To some this experience 


would be classified as a "failure 
of communication," but the 
hard facts were that Lloyd 
George and Clemenceau under- 
stood exactly what Wilson was 
trying to communicate and 
thought it .was confary to their 
national interests to respond 
favorably. To use a contem- 
porary case of the same sort, 
doefe anybody think that the 
differences, between Israel and 
the!; Arabs are founded on a 
"failure,excommunications"? 
They are founded on extremely 
hard-nosed appraisals of res- 
pective interests. Which leads to 
the supplementary query: How 
can the personal diplomacy of' 
Secretary of State ^Kissinger 
influence the state of (he play? 


Is Premier Yitzhak Rabin going 
to stand up in the Knesset and 
say, "Look fellows, this guy 
Kissinger is a straight arrow. I 
trust him, so let's give Egypt 
the passes and the oil field."? 


Which brings us to President 


Ford's 
recent 
and 
future 


travels. What was accomplished 
(or can be accomplished) on the 
road that could not equally well 
be dealt with in Washington? 
Doubtless the amenities were 
served 
when 
the N.A.T.O. 


leaders got a chance to discover 
what a decent guy the President 
is, but I suspect they were more 
impressed by Congress' pas- 
sage of the massive defense 
appropriation than by the Coni- 
mander-in-Chief's assurances 
that we are still tough. This they 
could have read in the news- 
papers. 


As far as the future is con- 


cerned, 
Peking's, 
attitude 


towards the United States did 
not arise from any fondness for 
Henry Kissinger or Richard 
Nixon; it was based on a shrewd 
calculation of Chinese national 
interest. Thus the thought (hat a 
tough old communist like Chou 
En-lai (known in the 1920s as 
the "butcher of Shanghai") is 
going to revise Peking's policy 
unless he likes Jerry Ford is

as one of its guest conductors, 
•says CBS' periodic Sunday 
classical music shows for kids

He says that because of their 


heavy emphasis on classical 
music "they only reach a small 
audience of young persons with 
middle-class 
backgrounds,"

Frazier, 35, says be wants to

ment." It said he should have held a trial before banning the sale 
of books and the showing of films. However, the appeals court 
upheld the part of the injunction which forbids using the building 
for live shows and "physical conduct to which no presumption of 
First Amendment protection extends."

Young 
people may bring suit for 


something that happened in 
childhood up until two years 
after they are legally of age. 


Under a bill which has passed 


the slate Senate, adults could 
bring suit up to two years from 
the dale of alleged malpractice 
rather than the date of it's dis- 
covery. The only exception 
would involve patients who 
could not have found out about 
the alleged malpractice earlier.

Binding arbitration-is also

The Michigan Legislature

Michigan Official 
Defends 


Use Of Texas Child Center 


DETROIT (AP) — An official 


of the Michigan Department of 
Social Services says criticism of 
the stale's practice of sending 
emotionally disturbed children 
to a private treatment center in 
Texas is unwarranted. 


The' Detroit News, in a 


copyrighted story Sunday, said 
Michigan is one of several states 
sending children to Texas 
treatment centers. The News 
said the centers provide subs- 
tandard care and in some cases 
abuse the youngsters. 


However, Jane Swanson, who 


is responsible for placing 
Michigan's emotionally dis- 
turbed children, maintained the 
Summit Oaks Achievement 
Center, one of 150 licensed 
centers 
in 
Texas, 
"has 


developed a very specialized 
program ... which we do not 
have in Michigan." 


Miss Swanson said she visited 


the facility twice and also 
received evaluation reports 
from social service workers who 
conveyed children to the center, 
and found "in general, it's 
provided a very meaningful 
service 
to 
the 
people of 


Alichigan." 


The News said Michigan pays 


$80,000 a year in room and 
board for four Michigan youths 
at Summit Oaks and that some 
of the center's patients are 
given guns and live ammunition 
to go hunting as part of their 
therapy. 


The newspaper said the U.S. 


Justice Department has joined a 
class-action suit charging that 
?6. private Texas centers violat- 
ed the constitutional rights of 
Louisiana children "forced to 
undergo excessive sedation and 
subjected to mechanical res- 
traints, prolonged isolation and 
corporal punishment." 


Miss Swanson said the news- 


paper's criticism of the Summit 
Oaks center is unwarranted 
based on her own personal ob- 
servations and those of children 
who returned from there. 


Site questioned the allegations 


of. "excessive sedation," saying 
she 
found 
"withdrawal 
of 


privileges" to be the principal 
disciplinary action taken by the 
center's staff. 


Miss Swanson also said 


Michigan is unable to provide 


the type of specialized program 
provided at Summit Oaks. She 
said the center has one staff 
person for every child — a ratio 
she said Michigan cannot match 
because salary costs are much 
higher here than in Texas. 


She also noted Michigan has a 


very 
stringent 
screening 


process for placing children 
out-of-state. She said she makes 


the final decision after first a 
county social worker and then a 
regional worker determine the 
children can't be placed in a 
Michigan facility. 


There are three conditions, 


she said, for placing a youth 
outside Michigan; There must 
be no appropriate facility within 
the state, the youth must agree 
to the placement and the family 


must give its approval. 


Then, she said, "if the youth 


decides he wants to come home; 
we'd certainly bring him back." 


When asked if It was possible 


children might be mistreated in 
other sections of the Summit 
Oaks facility, Miss Swanson 
said, "It's possible, but-I've 
seen no evidence of the allega- 
tions of The Detroit News."

"We categorically deny that 


Chrysler will not have any big 
cars in the 1978-mociel year."

Sunday. "The 


report is irresponsible and 
misinforms the public."

"Chrysler does not intend to, 


and would not, abandon a

"If big car sales improve, the 


company may decide to keep 
their fullsize models another 
year or two. But they definitely 
plan to drop them, I would say 


by 1980 at the latest." 


Chrysler's reported program 


to scale down the size of its ears 
within the next three years — 
including the elimination of 
current fullsize models — ap- 
parently will be Chrysler's res- 
ponse to multibillion dollar 
downsizing projects planned at 
General Motors and Ford Motor 
Co. 


GM and Ford have said they 


will redesign many of their 
large cars to make them 
smaller and more fuel efficient. 
Chrysler officials have said 
they, too, plan to scale down 
their models.

Rep. iVeal Smith, D-Iowa. has 


charged that grain operators in 
the United States deliberately 
add dirt and debris to ship- 
ments to meet the maximum 
amount of permissible foreign 
matter. 


The dirty grain issue stems 


from the standards set for 
different qualities of grain. 
Top-quality corn contains the 
smallest amount ot" dirt and 
costs the most. But if a cus- 
tomer wants cheaper grain, he 
can buy a lower quality which 
has more dirt. 


"They actually add dirt," 


Smith said in a story published 
by the DCS Moines Sunday 
Register. 


"If the grain being loaded has 


only I percent foreign material, 
they sweep up the floor and put 
that in to bring it up to 3 per 
cent" or the contractual limit 
for foreign materials, he said.

PROGRAM LOCATION 


Editor. 


Below there is an open letter 


to parents and other interested 
parties regarding an issue of 
significant, if not vital, interest 
to persons concerned about 
Lake 
Michigan 
Catholic 


Schools. I write to you because 
the issue has been mentioned by 
your reporters in covering our 
Board Meetings but there is 
much more to the issue than 
meets the eye. I offer this letter 
by way of information and an 
expression of my own concern 
for the welfare of all the 
students at Lake Michigan 
Catholic Middle School. 


An Open Letter to Parents and 


other Interested Parties of Lake 


Michigan Catholic Schools' 
Over the last several years 


unsuccessful 
atlempts have 


been made to open a Kinder- 
garten in connection with our 
school. Insufficient enrollment 
and lack of funds have been the 
factors which have consistently 
prevented it. Recently, through 
negotiation with a pre-school 
educator and parents interested 
in establishing a Motessori 
Program, 
hope 
has 
been 


reenkindled 
that 
the 
two 


programs could be mutually 
beneficial. 


During the course of negotia- 


tions, several sites within our 
system were reviewed by the 
Montessori program committee 
for suitability. Among these 
"sites was one which seemed 
feasible — with a few major 
structural problems. This site is 
now one-third of the present 
Middle School 
Library. It 


houses A-V Materials Library, 
Faculty Resource Library, A-V 
Maintenance, as well as the 
Library- Work-room. Structural 
Changes needed to adapt it to 
the 
Montessori 
Program 


include: breaching the outer 
wall for installation of a below- 
grade entrance, installing a 
soundproof wall to isolate the 
pre-school 
from what 
will 


remain as the Middle School 
Library, construction 
of a 


corridor — or some alternate 
facility — to allow use of the 
pre-school entrance as a fire 
exit from the Library. Minor 
adjustments 
include 
pre- 


exempting the only janitorial 
storage area on the floor as well 
as the only lavatory facilities on 
the floor which will be adapiod 
lo pre-school size students. 


Until recently, the massive 


renovation necessary lo make 
this site functional has seemed 
blocked by the lack of funds - 
funds which now have ap- 
parently been forthcoming from 
somewhere. Up to this point the 
major 
initiative has been 


carried by the Montessori Com- 
mittee - a group which has 
very little interest in Lake 
Michigan Catholic School it 
seems. Very little or no initia- 
tive has. been evidenced by our 
Board of Education. Their alti- 
tude seems to have been "If you 
can finance it you can do if 
(regardless of the effect on the 
rest of the school.) 


It seems to me that teachers 


who have struggled for years 
without sufficient texts, with no 
place in the budget for vital 
needs are now being told that 
money can be found to destroy 
our Library which serves all Ihe 
students and install a program 
that has no essential connection 
with our educational goals and ' 
philosophy and which costs over 
twice as much per student as 
the rest of our Primary and 
Middle School, teachers who 
have worked for far less than 
they are worth arc being told 
now that a program that is set 
up to be a profit making insti- 
tution has more voice on the use 
of our present facilities thin 
thy*. 
. 
• - , 


I fed It is time for the parents 


of all the students to be aware — 
before irrevocable decisions are 
made — of what a small group 
with a vested interest can do 
\vhen those vitally concerned let 
them lake over the initiative. 


I do not imply that those 


interested in establishing the 
-Montessori Program are "out to 
get" the rest of our program. I 
simply feel that there has been 
no counterbalancing group who 
speaks for our program to the 
School Board. Furthermore, our 
School Board seems reluctant to 
seek out other opinions. No out- 
side educator has been asked to 
give an opinion, not even the 
educators within our system 
have been asked for their 
feelings and reasons for them. 
Tlierc has been no one to speak 
for the opposition. I have offered 
my reasons and opinions and 
had till-in brushed off, but I do 
not believe there is no one else 
to speak for our students, staff 
and school itself. 


I am nol opposed lo the es- 


tablishment of a Montessori 
Program. I have known several 
Mnntesspri educators and many 
children'who have the benefit of 
its unique iraining. It is a good, 
solid, developmental program; I 
would like to see il eslablished. 
The people who arc giving so 
much of their time and effort to 
gel it going deserve and have 
my respecl and support. I would 
be betraying my seven years of 
service to Lake Michigan 
Calholic Schools, however, if I 
did not speak against the 
facility they have chosen since il 
destroys a vital parl of Ihe rest 
of our school. 


1 am obviously not neutral on 


this issue. No one who values 
the educational goals and ideals 
of L.M.C. can afford to be neu- 
tral. What is needed is for all 
concerned parties to make their 
concern and opinion available so 
that those who are faced with a 
decision will have the benefit of 
as broad a background as pos- 
sible. 


The decision must be made 


soon 
if 
major 
'structural 


changes arc lo be ready to Sep- 
tember 19T5. Therefore, I ask 
those who are concerned lo 
make lhal concern known.
